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BARUCH WARNS 
AGAINST INFLATION 
AND CALLS Fon 
MORE PRODUCTION 


Proposes Bar on Strikes 
or Lockouts for Year 
—Against Indiscrimin- 
ate Loans to Other Na- 
tions.

WASHINGTON, March 25—Ber- 
nard M. Baruch pleaded today for 
increased industrial production at 
any cost te escape inflation and 
proposed a bar on strikes or lock- 
outs for one year. 

Testifying before the House 
Banking Committee, the _ silver- 
haired adviser to presidents said 
that “we must have full produc- 
tion. Without it we cannot keep 
any semblance of modern, civil- 
ized economy, or even government. 
Increase production. This is the 
law and the prophets.” 

He suggested a “high court of 
commerce” be established to ad- 
judicate economic disputes and he 
warned against indiscriminate 
loans to foreign nations. Of the 
latter he said: 

“I am not opposed to helping 
foreign nations. But until produc- 
tion warrants it I am opposed to 
lending them money to make pur- 
chases when we know they can- 
mot be made here or elsewhere. 
At this time that would be to in- 
crease demand. It would be cruel 
to hold out hopes that will not be 
realized.” 

Speaking on price control leg- 
islation, Baruch referred to “our 
teetering price edifice” and assert- 
ed “the wholg world is amazed at 
the exhibition of a giant who can- 
not pull himself together even to 
take care of his own needs.” 

Bar on Strikes, Lockouts, 

Baruch proposed that if 
strikes and lockouts cannot be 
eliminated by agreement, : then 
they should be forbidden by 
law, for at least a year. This, 
he said, could be accomplished 
by Chester Bowles, director of 
the Office of Economic Stabi- 
lization.

Baruch’s 17-Point Program 
For Increase in Production 


ERNARI M. BARUCH summarized his proposals for fighting 
inflation by increasing production as follows: 


2. Stop increasing money supply. 
3. Stop decreasing taxes until the budget is balanced. 
Stop bunking the public by saying wage increases can be 
granted without increase in price levels. 

5. Do not fear to increase prices or wages where necessary 
to get and stimulate production. 

6. Continue price controls for a year, subject to modifications. 
Allow profit but no profiteering. 

7. Avoid favoritism to any particular group. 

8 Take care of those between the millstone—the clerks, 
Government employes, pensioners, 

9. Make surpluses of goods in military hands available to 


10. Stimulate founding and financing small . business. 


11. Take stock before blindly lending—make inventories of 
our goods, our cash, our credit before we increase the pressure 


12. Cut government costs, including federal, state, county and 
city. In time of deflation we should spend; in time of inflation we

NEW YORK, March 25 (AP)— 
President Truman pledged to the 
United Nations Security Council 
today the “wholehearted co-opera- 
tion” of the United States in the 
cause of peace, and Secretary of 
State Byrnes warned that from 
now on no nation must be al- 
lowed “to take :the law into its 
own hands.” 

Their’ messages were delivered 
to the oCuncil at its first session 
in the United States, held in an 
air of eased tension following a 
Soviet agreement to withdraw its 
troops from Iran. U.N.O. leaders 
limited today’s meeting to formal- 
ities and delayed until tomorrow 
all discussion of the Iranian issue. 
The session lasted only 50 minutes. 

Dr, Quo Tai-chi of China, chair- 
man, rapped the Council to order 
at Hunter College at 2:31 p.m. (1:31 
p.m. St. Louis time). Dr. Quo, 
speaking in English, said it was 
fitting the Council should meet in 
this “land of freedom and liber- 
ty.” He predicted *the Council 
would “justify the faith which 
people of the world have in it.” 


Byrnes, Truman Messages. 


In a brief speech Byrnes pre- 
sented Truman’s 100-word mes- 
sage of welcome and added on his 
own behalf this admonition:

Alleged Warning to Britain. 

Earlier, a document introduced 
by Hess’s counsel claimed that the 
former deputy fuehrer had warned 
the British Government, a month 
after he parachuted into Scotland, 
that the Nazis planned to estab- 
lish concentration camps and to 
starve the British population if an 
attempt were made to continue 
the war after an invasion of the 
British isles. 

This threat was contained in 
the minutes of a Hess interview 
with Lord Simon June 10, 1941. 
Only selected portions of the 70- 
page transcript were read into 
the record. 

“England once created concen- 
tration camps in the Boer War 
and, according to a monument 
there, I believe 26,000 women and 
children were left to perish,” Hess 
was quoted as saying in a passage 
skipped by the defense. 

“Accordingly, we would not hesi- 
tate if the British empire does 
not want to give up the war to 
exercise in the same manner pres- 
gure on the mother country.” 

In the document presented to 
the court, Hess gave Lord Simon 
an account of peace terms to 
which he believed Hitler would 
agree. He particularly emphasized 
that Great Britain must agree to 
give Germany a free hand on the 
European Continent, while the 
British would retain a free hand 
in the Empire. 

Bohle Is Witness. 

Swarthy Ernst Wilhelm Bohle, 
English-born and South African- 
reared leader of the Nazi party’s 
“foreign organization,” grinned at 
Hess from the witness stand while 
the defense read Bohle’s affidavit 
that he “dissipated fears and 
qualms” of Winston Churchill in 
@ personal interview nine years 
aro. 

Bohle swore that the German 
embassy arranged through the 
British Foreign Office for him to 
spend more than an hour talking 
with Churchill at the latter’s Lon- 
don flat in October 1937. The up- 
shot was, he alleged, that Church- 
ill abandoned plans for an inquiry 
by the House of Commons into 
Nazi activities in England. 

The defense counsel said the 
brown-uniformed Bohle was Hess’s 
only witness. 

Denies Aiding Bund. 

Under  cross-examination by 
John Harlan Amen, deputy United 
States prosecutor, Bohle denied 
that his organization had connec- 
tions with the German-American 
Bund in the United States or gave 
the Bund financial support. 

Amen produced a report on the 
interrogation of the former first 
secretary of the German Embassy 
in Washington, Von Strempel, who 
after his capture in Germany told 
questioners he was confident 
sohle’s organization had given the 
Bund instructions when and how 
to hold mass meetings and han- 
dle propaganda. 

“That is a completely false rep- 
resentation,” Bohle insisted. “Von 
Strempel did not know anything 
about the matter and what he 
said is untrue.” 

He asserted that Hess had 
given instructions long before the 
war that the party’s foreign or- 
ganization break any ties with the 
jund or similar organizations in 
other countries and avoid actions 
which might harm Germany’s re- 
lations. 

“From the very beginning I had 
very strenuous objections to the 
activities of the Bund,” Bohle 
said.

U. S. To Insist on Report. 
The one sure move thus far seen 
by officials here was that the 
United States definitely would in- 
sist on a report from both Russia 
and Iran on whatever agreement 
has been made, and attempt to 
put behind any agreement, assum- 
ing it is approved here, the full 
prestige of the Council to assure 
its enforcement. 

(The United Press said high 
British and American officials had 
begun a series of informal confer- 
ences to revise their strategy on 
the Soviet-Iranian dispute. Sir Al- 
exander Cadogan, Britain’s repre- 
sentative on the Council, called 
on Byrnes, and Cadogan later 
called on Gromyko to continue 
his talks about Iran, the dispatch 
said.) 

The break in the Iranian isste, 
announced by Moscow radio last 
night, was hailed by officials as a 
victory for the United Nations sys- 
tem. Even though expected fire- 
works do not develop, these au- 
thorities said the fact that the 
Council was to go into the Iranian 
case must have been the chief 
cause of the Soviet Union’s deci- 
sion to get its troops out of Iran. 


The opening of the Council ses- 
sion marks the beginning of the 
United Nations as a permanent 
world peace organization in the 
United States. Simultaneously the 
Council’s military staff committee, 
high command of the armies des- 
tined to carry out the Council's 
orders, arranged to meet secretly 
at a Manhattan hotel. 

Military members said the staff 
committee would get to work im- 
mediately on plans for having 
each of the United Nations place 
land, sea and air forces at the 
disposal of the organization.

The Security Council will func- 
tion in almost continuous session 
from now on, being forbidden by 
U.N.O. rules to adjourn at any 
time for more than two weeks. 
As the delegations gathered Mos- 
cow announced that Gromyko had 
been named permanent Russian 
representative on the 11-nation 
council, 

Until the Soviet troop with- 
drawal announcement, there was 
an air of anxiety among delegates. 
The chief issue was the contin- 
ued presence of Russian troops in 
Iran beyond the treaty limit of 
March 2. The big question was 
how to get them out. This is the 
question to which the Moscow 
radio seems to have given the an- 
swer with its broadcast that Rus- 
sia had started withdrawing them 
and that the evacuation would be 
completed in five to six weeks if 
no trouble developed to stop the 
operation meantime. 

Possible Loophole for Reds. 
The Soviet Government thus ap- 
peared to have left itself a loop- 
hole for a further stay in Iran. 
Another point of uncertainty 
was the state of affairs which 
might be left in Iran even after 
the Russians get out in view of 
the creation of a semi-autonomous 
state in the Iranian province of 
Azerbaijan, under Soviet protec- 
tion. In addition there have been 
frequent recent reports of a strong 
independence movement among 
Kurdish tribesmen in Iran, Tur- 
key and Iraq. 


On the bright side of the ledger 
is in addition to the latest de- 


withdrawal from the Danish is- 
land of Bornholm and the steady 
Red Army troop movements out 
of the Chinese territory of Man- 
churia. Since Premier Stalin's 
declaration of support for the 
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United Nations last Friday the 
easing of tension here has been 
very marked and last night favor- 
able reaction to the Moscow radio 
announcement was genera: and 
enthusiastic. 


Probable Reasons for Move. 


In Washington, the announce- 
ment was hailed by officials as “a 
most hopeful development” for the 
U.N.O, and a demonstration of the 
force of world public opinion. 

One official said that in his 
opinion the recent statements of 
Byrnes—taking a firmer line with 
Russia — probably had played a 
great part in the Moscow deci- 
sion. 

“This is a demonstration that 
the effect of public opinion 
throughout the world is something 
which counts to beat hell with 
the Russians,” this official said. 


Diplomatic quarters in New 
York said it is now known that 
Stalin communicated directly 
with Iranian Premier Ahmed 
Qavam, “within the last three 
days.” They voiced the belief 
that Ahmed Qavam’s statement 
Saturday expressing optimism 
that an agreement would be 
reached was prompted by that 
communication. 

Left in a momentarily tough 
spot by Moscow’s announcement 
was Ambassador Hussein Ala, 
chief Iranian representative here. 
On instructions from Iran he had 
appealed to the Security Council 
for help last week and shortly 
after had countered a_ Soviet 
proposal for delay in the hearing 
until April 10 by urging prompt 
action. 

Meeting Closely Guarded. 

Before the Council began its 
session at temporary U.N.O. head- 
quarters at Hunter College in the

“In foreign policy,” Pepper said,

er politics and excessive national- 
ism, which in the last analysis 
is isolationism.

“Let us face facts. We must 
have full production. We risk 
inflation. We mute the_ voice 
with which we spenk for peace 

in the world. With full produc- 
tion, we can escape inflation, 
and have our people re-assume 
their leadership.” 

Baruch quoted several times 
from testimony he gave before the 

committee in September 1941, At 
that time he said that inflation is 
the most destructive of the con- 
sequences of war, excepting “the 
human slaughter and maiming 
and all that goes with them.” He 
repeated that inflation must be 
taken in hand. while there is time. 

He said that while he advocated 
over-all price control, that by 
itself was insufficient. Also 
needed, he said, are a sharply de- 
fined tax program, sales of gov- 
ernment bonds to individuals in- 
stead of banks, control of all loans 
and a priority and allocation sys- 
tem.

Baruch said the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers “really 
doesn’t know what it is asking 
for” in demanding an end of price 
controls, If OPA is not extended 
“pretty quick,” he said, “we're all 
going to fall down on our faces.” 

Asked by Representative Ma- 
roney (Dem.), Oklahoma, what he 
thought of the N.A.M. proposal 
that all price controls be lifted 
June 30, Baruch said: “They 
don’t know what they’re asking 
for. You just take off these con- 
trols now and see what happens. 
As a business man I would dis- 
like to see it. I’m no control 
man. I’m a free enterprise man. 
But we've got to keep a steady 
hand to save free enterprise.” 

Baruch foresaw a further ex-| 
tension of black markets if “a 
wise course is not pursued,” and | 
said that controls should be di-| 
rected first toward food, cloth-| 
ing, civilian services, housing and 
transportation.

Murray Warns UAW Feuds May Endanger Union Gains

by political groups within and 
without the union, dealing with 
Murray’s conduct in the General 
Motors strike. He described them 
as “preposterous” and said some 
were Communist-inspired. 

Murray, who also is_ president 
of the United Steel Workers of 
America, denied existence of any 
agreement that there would be no 
steel strike at the time of the 
General Motors strike, He branded 
as a “preposterous fabrication” 
reports that he had done nothing

made an outright gift of $100,000 
to assist them and was prepared, 
if necessary, to “drain its treas- 
ury.” Murray said he personally 
was prepared to use the entire 
pressure of the CIO to aid the 


auto strike and had proferred his | 


services in the negotiations. 
Murray scouted a rumor, circu- 

lated at the convention, that the 

CIO was coming here in a mass 


«x| to influence the delegates, point- 


ing out he never interfered with 
the internal affairs of the UAW 
unless requested to do so by its 
officers. 


A published report that Murray 
had gone to President Truman's 
fact-finding board to reduce its 
wage increase recommendation for 
the General Motors strikers from 
24 per cent to 19% cents an hour 


was branded by Murray as “a 
diabolical, detestible lie manufac- 
tured out of whole cloth by a high 
officer of General Motors to cre- 
ate division among the CIO work- 
ers.” 

Murray reviewed his 
fore President Truman's labor- 
management conference for what 
he termed “a constructive declara- 
tion of effecting wages rates for 
American labor.” He said he was 
opposed by the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, 
John L. Lewis, hedd of the 
United Mine Workers, and Wil- 
‘liam Green, president of the 
|'American Federation of Labor. 

Had not this combination of 
‘“employers and rusty labor lead- 
ers working in collusion” blocked 
‘the wage rate declaration there 
|would have been no need for the 
‘recent wave of major strikes in 
| this country, Murray declared. He 
‘said the CIO wanted peaceful col- 
lective bargaining and only re- 
sorted to strikes when the 


fight be- 
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collective bargaining process broke 
down, 

Calls Congress Reactionary. 
Murray dwelt at length on the 


‘need of the influence of workers 
‘in bringing about world peace. 


Turning to domestic issues, he 
said the present Congress was the 
“most reactionary in 12 years.” 
He said there was a need for 
progressive thinking citizens in 
public office and added _ that 
neither he nor the CIO cared what 
party label they bore. He out- 
lined the current CIO drive in the 
South and he sought the support 
of the UAW. 
Murray stressed the need for 
maintenance of contractual obli- 
gations, both by unionists and 
employers, and said, “I ask you 
as the mightiest force in the 
framework of the CIO to join with 
me as president of the United 
Steel Workers to ask our people 
to impose upon themselves volun- 
tary discipline. It is our business 
to see that collective bargaining 
contracts are respected and me- 
ticulously lived up to.” 
Thomas and Reuther paid their 
respects to each other at separate 
press conferences late yesterday, 
amplifying remarks which have 
been spread by their supporters 
since the opening of the conven- 
tion. Thomas later repeated some 
of his accusations at a caucus ar- 
ranged by George F. Addes, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the union, who 
is one of his supporters and who 
long has led an anti-Reuther fac- 
tion within the union. Matters 
which were whispered about in 
the strike are being shouted in the 
caucus rooms and may be aired 
on the convention floor itself. 
Thomas Attacks Reuther’s Theory. 
Thomas, whose accusations were 
denied by Reuther, criticized the 
timing of the General Motors 
strike. He declared that Reuther 
was responsible for calling it “six 
weeks too early” and that he pro- 
longed it a month longer than nec- 
essary. He asserted the union 
could have won the same terms 
Reuther finally agreed to a month 
before the announced settlement 
of the strike and assailed Reu- 
ther’s “ability-to-pay” theory. 
“Reuther’s ability-to-pay  pro- 
gram got us into serious diffi- 
culties,’ Thomas said.

Thomas pointed out, “it must be 
an over-all proposition.” 

Strike Timing Called Mistake. 

Thomas said it was a mistake 
to have struck at a time when 
the flat glass workers, who went 
on strike a month before the Gen- 
eral Motors strike began Nov, 21, 
were out because it deprived the 
glass workers’ union of its econ- 
omic pressure. He said he thought 
that the General Motors strike 
would have been more effective 
if the auto workers had closed 
down some parts plants, “and 
maybe some other manufacturers, 
especially when the President of 
the United States was too weak 
to fight for the 19% per cent rec- 
ommendation of the fact-finding 
board.” 


Thomas asserted that Reuther’s 
staff members had been “beating 
the bushes for votes for months.” 
He accused Reuther of regarding 
his candidacy for president as 
more important than aiding the 
General Motors’ workers. He 
dwelt at length on some of the 
rumors bruited about Detroif in 
the General Motors negotiations 
and charged that Reuther often 
acted without consulting the 
union’s top strategy committee. 

For the sake of appearances, 
Thomas said, the committee of 
which he was a member would 
unanimously approve the Reuther 
strike strategy. 

Thomas accused Reuther, in ef- 
fect, of attempting to undermine 
Murray. Thomas asserted that 
Reuther desired eventually to get 
Murray’s job and then lead the 
CIO back into the American Fed- 
eration of Labor with the aid of 
David Dubinsky, head of Interna- 
tional Ladies Garment Workers 
Union, and oJhn L. Lewis, presi- 


dent of the United Mine Workers. 
Murray, the UAW president 
said, was not consulted in advance 


about the auto workers original 
30 per cent wage demand, and 
postponed the steel strike-as long 
as he could in order to aid the 
General Motors strikers. 

“If I beat Reuther for president 
I'll go down the line and try to 
beat him even for shop steward,” 
Thomas said, “because he started 
this fight with his phoney draft 
movement. If he is elected the 
Auto Workers will have a dic- 
tatorship.” 

Reuther Defends Theory. 

Reuther, at his conference, as- 
serted that it was “tragic” that 
such personalities should have eg- 
tered the contest and that th 
business of trade unionism should 
be superseded by politics at the 
convention. Differences should be 
based on questions of trade union 
policy, he asserted, 
Reuther defended his ability-to- 
pay theory, pointing out that it 
was simply the “inability to pay” 
argument of some manufacturers 
in reverse, He said he never had 
any idea that General Motors 
would accede to the union’s de- 
mand to open its books, but that 
the demand was decided upon in 
order to create publicity and “put 
the company on the spot.” He 
said that his loyalty to Murray 
and the CIO was “unquestionable” 
and accused Thomas of following 
a “Communist-Inspired line” in 
questioning it. 


“No one could lead the auto 
workers back to the American 
Federation of Labor,” Reuther 
said, “and Thomas’s remarks are 
merely the ranting of a desperate 
man who wants to hang on to a 
swivel chair.” 

Reuther said Thomas wanted to 
settle with General Motors on the 
company’s terms a month ago, but 
asserted the final agreement em- 
bodied some clauses insisted upon 
by the union. He said that solici- 
tation of strike funds from other 
unions, including some in the AFL, 
represented labor solidarity and 
that “only a petty little mind 


would make political capital on it.” |

WAR TIMING DEVICE 
USED IN TESTS OF 
HUNTERS’ BULLETS 


A timing device that is acgurate 
to one hundred-thousandth of a 
second, developed in the war, is 
being used by the Western Cart- 
ridge Co., at East Alton, IIl., for 
testing ammunition for sports- 
men‘s rifles, the company an- 
nounced, today. 

The device is called a counter 
chronograph. It -consists, essen- 
tially, of two photoelectric tubes 
placed at a measured distance 
apart. A rifle bullet ig shot in a 
manner to interrupt the light 
reaching the light-sensitive tubes. 
The time elapsing between the in- 
terruption of the light reaching 
the first tube and the interruption 
of the light reaching the second 
tube is measured with extreme ac- 
curacy by electronic devices. 

By using fixed rifles aimed at 
bullseye targets, the effect of 
varying bullet velocities on ac- 
curacy can be measured.

RED AGENT PICKED UP 


Person Was in Congressional 
Committee Meeting Last 
Week, He Says. 


NEW YORK, March 25 (AP) 
~The Rt. Rev. Monsignor Fulton 
J. Sheen declared yesterday that a 

“full-fledged Soviet. agent was 
picked up” in a congressional 
‘committee meeting last week. 
In Washington, spokesmen for 
I the Department of Justice and the 
| Federal Bureau of Investigation 
‘said “no such arrest had been 
| made.” They declined to com- 
ment further. Members of the 
| House of Representatives who 
were reached said there had been 
little before committees in their 
‘branch last week that would in- 
terest a foreign agent. 

Wall Doxey, the Senate’s ser- 
geant at arms, said that if any- 
thing of the kind had occurred he 
did not know of it. Ordinarily, 
Doxey would be informed of an 
arrest on the 
Capitol.

Msgr. Sheen declined to name the 
“Soviet agent,” but said he was 
not an elected official. He added 
he believed the person was from 
Chicago. 

His statement was made in a 
speech in which he urged the 
State Department to “lay more 
facts before the public about how 
our country is being endangered.” 
He said there must be “more re- 
porting” of the “undermining of 
government by alien and foreign 
interests,” 

(A United Press dispatch said 
Msgr. Sheen also told the New

The other three 
occupying powers, particularly the 
United States, have no perceptible 
positive plan and they tell the 
still-dazed and wunreconstructed 
Germans that they must work 
things out for themselves now “by 
democratic processes.” 

« Noise and Movement. 

The atmosphere in the Soviet 
zone today is full of noise and 
movement. It vibrates with the 
strident voices of haranguing 
politicians and is festooned with 
factory smoke. 

The Russians, hordes of them by 
comparison with ‘he thinned 
ranks of United States Military 
Government establishments, have 
rolled up their sleeves, spit on 
their hands and tackled with the 
giant energy of an army of Paul 
Bunyans, the job of running their 
ghare of the Reich the way they 
want, it run. 

The noise they are making 
sounds like the noise of the great- 
est power in the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere hammering out and nail- 
ing down a new western frontier 
on the Elbe river. 

The blueprint they are using as 
pattern for the lives of nearly 23,- 
000,000 Germans in the zone is 
one of broad socialization, manipu- 
lated for the most part by hand- 
picked «Leftist German political 
jeaders, backed and prompted by 
the Red Army of Occupation.

pends on the political viewpoint 
and on whether one thinks Russia 
is forging swords or growing olive 
branches. But good or bad, by fair 
means or foul, the Russians have 
got the jump on us in the rebuild- 
ing and reshaping of Germany. 
|Furthermore, there is much to be 
said in favor of what they have 
done already. 
What Reds Are Doing. 

For instance: 

The Russians know as well as 
anybody that the mass of the Ger- 
man population is wavering, stupid 
and hopeless, and without a spark 
of healthy leadership. It is from 
the remaining handful of real anti- 
Nazis that they are selecting Ger- 
man leaders. Most of them have 
had more than a bird’s-eye view 
of concentration camps. 

They have been realistic about 
de-Nazification. They got rid of 
the big shots fast, but if a nominal 
Nazi is important to them, say 
a doctor in a big hospital or the 
plant manager of a key industry, 
he stays until a satisfactory Tre- 


placement has been found. If he 
demonstrates that he is properly 
repentant, he may stay anyway. 

The Russians do not fraternize 
with frauleins, at least not in the 
careless, irresponsible way the 
Americans do. The rambunctious- 
ness of combat days, typical of 
any shooting army, has been re- 
placed by rigid discipline. There 
are no outward signs of any reign 
of terror to be seen, although the 
Russians, unquestionably, are 
rougher on political nonconform- 
ists than we are, 

The Russians like to report 
“hardly any unemployment” in 
their zone, and factories do ap- 
pear to be humming at a far fast- 
er pace than elsewhere in Ger- 
many. The lion’s share of pro- 
duction is going to Russia as 
reparations, however.

POTENTIAL THREATS TO PEACE

T is important to realize that the issue in Iran which has been re- 


| ferred to the U.N.O. Security Council, is merely one in a number of 5 
current international crises in which Russia is involved, all of which 
demand an early solution if the postwar world is to know prolonged 
peace. These problems are: 

The Russo-British rivalry for oil concessions in northern Iran. 


The Kremlin’s claim to the 
and Ardahan.

Russia’s demand for naval and air bases flanking the Darda-

Each of these problems has 
fundamental international signifi- 
cance and directly affects the 
stability of the peace. 

As will be shown in a subse- 
quent anticle, the present politi- 
cal and military crisis in Iran is 
merely the latest phase of a long- 
protracted diplomatic and eco- 
momic struggle between Russia 
and Britain in that area. The 
industrialization of the modern 
world and the mechanization of 
modern armies have merely in- 
tensified this old Anglo-Russian 
rivalry by injecting into it a new 
element—namely, a race for con- 
trol of new oil resources. 

Kurdish Problem. 

The -attitude of the lawless 
Kurdish tribes which inhabit con- 
tiguous frontier regions in Iran, 
Iraq and Turkey further compli- 
cates both the Iranian problem 
and the Russo-Turkish conflict 
over Kars and Ardahan. Some 
Kurdish tribes in Iran are already 
in revolt against their govern- 
ment. Among the turbulent 
Kurds, fealty to their tribe takes 
precedence over loyalty to their 
country. The Kurdish problem 
must be understood to evaluate 
its potentially fateful effect on 
current international conflicts. 

The problem ofthe Dardanelles, 
too, is full of dynamite. This 
particular controversy arises from 


Moscow’s demand that the Turks | 


grant Russia not only free pass- 
age through the Straits but also 
the right to construct naval and 
air bases on Turkish soil flanking 
the Dardanelles. Essentially, this 
has been Russia's aim for almost 
250 years, while Britain's tradi- 
tional policy has been to prevent 


Russian control of the Darda- 
nelles, which are the key both 
'to Britain’s Mediterranean life- 
line and to Suez, the gateway 
to India. 

Another serious crisis is likely 
to be caused by Moscow’s claim 
to sole trusteeship over Tripoli- 
tania in Libya. This demand is 
diametrically opposed to what 
England’s traditional school of 
political thought considers to be 
vital interests of the British Em- 
pire. 

Alignment of Moslems. 

Finally, the stability of fhe 
peace may be gravely threatened 
by developments in India. The 
future political status of that huge 
subcontinent is now being dis- 
cussed by British and Indian lead- 
ers. The great number of Indian 
Moslems — 90,000,000 — and _ their 
alignment are bound .to have a 
direct influence on the success or 
failure of the present negeti- 
ations. 


In conjunction with this prob- 
lem and its dangers, the many 
million Mohammedans in Russian 
Turkestan, just across India’s 
northern border, and the solid 
bloc of 50,000,000 Moslems in west- 
ern China are of great importance. 
Knowledge of the set-up and 
sympathies of these powerful Mo- 


hammedan groups is necessary to 
“» praise future Anglo-Russian re- 
lations in Asia and their implica- 
tions for the stability of the post- 
war world.

Stassen Urges 
Curbs on Use 


Of U.N.O. Veto 


Says It Should Not 
Excuse Aggression 
-or Failure to Do 


Duty. 


NEW YORK, March 25 (UP). 
AROLD E. STASSEN, former 
Minnesota Governor, said 
last night that the United 

States should demand that exer- 
cise of the veto in the United Na- 
tions Organization must neither 
excuse aggression nor excuse any 
member from discharging its ob- 
ligations under the United Na- 
tions charter. 

Urging that Americans “not 

grow timid before the dark shad- 
ows,” he also said that this na- 


carping criticism of other nations 


when we do not know their own 
problems and we have not suffered 
as they have suffered.” 

He said that the extenston of 
credits to countries who need 
them would postpone fulfillment of 
the accumulated consumer demand 
in this country, but in the long 
run would contribute to the eco- 
nomic health of the United States 
and the world. 

Stassen, in a speech at a 
Greek independence day dinner, 
outlined his recommendations for 
United States policies toward 
U.N.O and the rest of the world 
urging: 

1. That the United States insist 
within U.N.O. councils on complete 
respect for treaties in Iran and 
Manchuria and upon fulfillment of 
the spirit of the U.N.O. charter in 
the Dutch Indies, Indochina and 
in Palestine. 

2. That this nation “must not 
again act unilaterally with refer- 
ence to Argentina or of Spain” or 
any other nation but instead take 
these questions up in the respec- 
tive Pan-American and United Na- 
tions assemblies. 

3. That credits be extended 
promptly, under proper terms, to 
those who seriously need them, 
including England, France, Greece 
and Russia. 

4. That development of the Unit- 
ed Nations police forces and the 
development of the United Nations 
atomic control and regulation be 
pressed. 

Stassen, a probable contender 
for the 1948 Republican nomina- 
tion for President, in his first 
statement on foreign policy since 
he talked with former British 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
last week, warned against “tying 
our foreign policy down to that of 
any other one nation.” 

He said fulfillment of the re- 
sponsibilities of this naion’s “great- 
ness” meant that “we will not en- 
ter into any combinations against 
the Soviet Union or any other na- 
tion.” 

The United States, he said, 
“must make it very clear” that it 
considers that the solemn commit- 
ments of the United Nations char- 
ter will never be released or void- 
ed by the exercise of the veto by 
anyone, 

“We must definitely state that a 
veto can never excuse an act of 
aggression, and neither does a 
veto excuse the other members 
from enforcing the solemn obliga- 
tions of the charter.” 

He cautioned that this nation 
must “act as a Member of a fam- 
ily of mations and not as a lone 
wolf.” Unless such questions as 
the Argentine and Spanish situa- 
tions are taken before the proper 
body, this nation will be looked on 
in the western hemisphere as “the 
big neighbor” rather’ than the 
good neighbor, he said.

When our men began to return from 
“over there,” the father of a Captain 
who had been wounded introduced me 
to his son. After listening to some of 
his experiences and realizing what he 
had gone through for me and 100,000,000 
other Americans, I couldn’t help but 
think how much I owed in peace of 
mind and security to this young man 
and all of the others who had taken the 
big chance. As we were shaking hands 
in parting, all I could think to say was, 
“I appreciate and thank you for ALL 
that you have done for me.” 

His reply was, “It was only my duty, 
but it is good to hear someone express 
personally his gratitude.” 

When I drove in the parking lot where 
I park each day, there was a colored 
fellow with his GI clothes (told me he 
couldn't buy any others). When I asked 
him how long he had been out of the 
Army, he replied, “Three weeks, sir—18 
months overseas—combat duty, but no 
wounds—lucky.” “Well, thanks for all 
you did for me,” I said. 

“Oh, that’s all right, sir, but you are 
the first man who has thanked me,” 
was his reply. Since then, he has gone 
out of his way to give me service, show- 
ing his appreciation just because I ex- 
pressed my gratitude. 

A St. Louis mother came into my of- 
fice. I learned she had four sons in the 
service—three back home, one still in 
Africa—and all had seen combat duty. 
As she was leaving, I asked her to con- 
vey my thanks for what they had done 
for me. She seemed astonished at my 
message and was sure her sons would 
be happy to get it, for they had felt 
they were being pushed around a bit 
by people here at home since their re- 
turn and were not too happy that peo- 
pie just seemed to take the returned 
service men for granted, already forget- 
ting what they had accomplished. 

When I was a youngster, one of the 
things my mother used to admonish me 
to do was “to keep my gratitude green.” 
I have tried always to remember. I 
have thanked many returned veterans 
from Gls to high rank, and in not one 
instance have I failed to receive a smile 
and an appreciative acknowledgment. 

I believe that if all of us would keep 
our gratitude green toward all of those 
men who helped keep democracy alive 
and our security firm, it would help im- 
mensely to draw us all closer in good- 
will and future accomplishments.

They Rent to Veterans 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is gratifying indeed to have read 
both your recent editorial as wel] as the 
letter by “Taxpayer” pertaining to the 
other side of the landlord’s situation, 
after the reprint from Collier’s pertain- 
ing to vicious landlords. Might I point 
out (as you have) that the word “land- 
lord” ig frequently used indiscriminate- 
ly and unfairly? Does the decent, fair 
landlord get his just due? 

My partner and I are large owners of 
real estate. For the last six months we 
have followed an unbroken policy of not 
renting any of our apartment vacancies 
except to veterans, numbering at this 
time over 40, 

They are not ideal tenants, as our 
apartments are chiefly elevator building 
efficiencies, and we have found from 
past experience that middle-aged couples 
are our best and most permanent occu- 
pants. We have computed that our pol- 
icy will ultimately result in hundreds of 
these veteran tenants at a cost to us of 
thousands of dollars by reason of the 
temporary tenancy, increased decorat- 
ing, etc., since most of these veterans 
want children and a larger apartment. 
But we are proud to be of help to those 
who have earned our gratitude. 

I might also state that our buildings 
have been kept (despite rising costs) in 
perfect condition. We still do our regu- 
- lar decorating, maintain our halls, base- 
‘ ments, garages as we always have. Only 
last week we ordered thousands of vene- 
tian blinds for installation in our apart- 
ments. Thus I say, many are the land- 
lords who never get recognition for their 
- sincere efforts.

Meanwhile, Herbert U. Nelson, executive vice 
president of the National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards, undertakes on this page today to 
rebut this newspaper’s “merchants of homeless- 
ness” charge against the realty-builder-materials 
producer lobby. Another letter by Clifford A. 
Prevost of the National Real Estate Foundation 
attacks our editorial, “Pinnacle of Housing Cyn- 
icism.” 

1. Why, to start, does Mr. Nelson defend the 
builders instead of his own constituents? 

2. In any event, the defense that builders are 
widely scattered is irrelevant. Scattered indus- 
tries often have militant and potent trade as- 


‘sociations—the Retail Druggists and the Farm 


Bureau, for example. So have the builders and 
the realtors and the building materials produc- 
ers, and they have fought vital portions of the 
Wyatt two-year program under which private 
industry would build 2,700,000 dwellings at mod- 
erate prices. 

The realty lobby influenced the House of Rep- 
resentatives to reject price ceilings on existing 
houses. That means continued exploitation of 
the homeless. Since new houses cannot be held 
cheaper than old, it also dooms the effort to 
build at prices 2,700,000 homeless families can 
pay. 

The realtors and materials producers also in- 
fluenced the House to reject the subsidy provi- 
sion, which was intended to open building mate- 
rial bottlenecks. If the rejection stands, price 
increases costing several times as much are in- 
escapable. Unlike the subsidy, every cent of 
price increase will be added—in fact, pyramided 
—in the finished houses, thus working to put 
them out of reach. 

There is foundation, then, for Mr. Wyatt’s 
charge that “a large lobby ... is working over- 
time to hamstring the emergency housing bill” 
and that “it insists that higher prices are the 
answer.” 

3. Mr. Nelson says subsidies are unpopular 
with the recipients. In the housing emergency, 
however, as in the earlier food emergency, they 
are the better of a hard choice. Even the Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders accepted 
this provision. 

4. Mr. Nelson fears politics and a housing 
bureaucracy. Not under Wilson Wyatt. Even if 
he were politically disposed, Congress could curb 
him with some careful rules. On the other hand, 
this country can well afford modest increase of 
public employment to get 2,700,000 new homes 
priced right and built quick. We cannot afford 
the alternative, for the housing industry, like 
those who called 50,000 airplanes a year fan- 
tastic, denies that any such number can be built. 

5. Mr. Nelson fears red tape. But materials 
and major construction processes are already 
price-controlled; add a percentage for overhead 
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Real Estate Lobby 


and profit, and that’s the ceiling price. Old 
houses are even simpler: the first sale price after 
enactment becomes the ceiling. The subsidies 
could be much more easily managed than those 
already successfully managed in other industries. 


6. But why, say both Messrs. Nelson and Pre- 
vost, not give veterans “homestead grants” in- 
stead? Because, with controlled prices and ma- 
terials subsidies, such grants would be unneeded, 
They would cost taxpayers several times as much 
as the Wyatt subsidies. They would not com- 
pensate for the continued uncontrolled rise of 
finished-house prices—and would consign non- 
veterans to perdition. They would discriminate 
against the veteran who already has a house but 
wants an automobile. The “homestead grant,” 
we repeat, is a Treasury grab. 

7. Mr. Prevost says the public interest would 
be protected because the veteran would have to 
occupy his house five years to get the full grant. 
That is beside the point. The seller would get 
the full amount when the house was sold. Isn’t 
it odd that he abhors speculative gain by the 
veteran but not by the builder! 

8. Mr. Nelson’s discussion of rents and Mr. 
Prevost’s introduction of public housing (only 
to misrepresent its comparative cost) are off the 
subject. The subject is the price at which houses 
are sold to private purchasers. 

9. Mr. Prevost weeps for the exceptional vet- 
eran who wants to pay more than $6000 and for 
the one who wants an individualized house. But 
the realty interests could propose a constructive 
amendment to the Wyatt program instead of ar- 
ranging its murder. The buyer would in all 
probability have a freer choice of design than 
speculative builders have ever given him. 

10. Mr. Prevost denies the charge of lobbying 
by saying that his organization supported the 
“homestead grant” only after it was clear the 
Wyatt subsidy provision would fail in the House. 
But the NAREB, Mr. Nelson’s organization, 
helped make it fail—and Mr. Prevost’s “founda- 
tion” is closely allied with NAREB. Mr. Nelson, 
in fact, is on its executive committee. 

Why, with such wet ammunition, do the lobby- 
ists shoot back at all? Maybe they are concerned 
for “public relations;’—as though bogeys, side- 
shows and pious talk of not exploiting veterans 
would conceal the obvious fact that they want 
homes high-priced and therefore scarce, that 
they would like to repeat the $20,000-house 
boomlet of the early 1920s, after which came 
the inevitable bust. 

Maybe, too, the homelessness merchants are 
not sure they can retain their House victory. 
Maybe, as a current Roper poll strongly implies, 
the people know that an immediate choice must 
be made for or against housing abundance. 

The Senate could reverse the House, and the 
House could then accept the Senate bill. It will 
not happen, however, unless many persons and 
organizations, veterans and others, tell their Sen- 
ators and Representatives that the homeless are 
more precious than any lobbyist’s purpose. 
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As UNO Convenes 


While the announcement that Soviet troops 
are being withdrawn from Iran somewhat eases 
matters as the UNO Security Council opens its 
meetings, the bad taste of a fractured treaty 
still remains. Russia was obligated to remove 
its troops by March 2. More than three weeks 
elapsed before the Moscow announcement of re- 
moval was made—three weeks in which official 
protests and moral pressure were brought to 
bear on the Kremlin. 

What happened during the three weeks? What 
concessions did Soviet armed might wring from 
Iran? Of course, everybody knows how great 
a prize is Iran in the world’oil picture. Every- 
body knows that the United States, Britain and 
France, as well as Russia, have long contended 
for Iranian petroleum. It is one thing, how- 
ever, to seek concessions by negotiation and 
another to overawe a small country by might. 

Like many another advocate of world peace 
and international justice, Nicholas Murray But- 
ler voiced this sentiment yesterday: 

Iran is wholly a question of oil. Large 
commitments have been proposed and made 
to Great Britain. A way ought to be found 
for Russia to have a share of the oil with- 
out carrying on a political and military dis- 
turbance. 

If Soviet Russia should openly declare its am- 
bitions for Iranian oil before the Security Coun- 
cil, as well as its aspirations for warm water 
ports, such questions could be settled in a fair 
and orderly way. As it is, the Security Council 
should inquire into all phases of the Iranian deal 
and tell just what happened. 

Premier Stalin highly indorsed the United Na- 
tions Organization last week as an instrument 
for world peace. Let him now match these 
words with deeds. If the nations—all of them— 
place their reliance on the UNO Charter, in- 
stead of going it alone in unilateral action backed 
by individual force, the present wave of fear 
and apprehension that blows over the world will 


be stilled.

The refusal of 12 Southern Democrats in Con- 
gress to attend the Jackson day banquet, in pro- 
test at Secretary Wallace’s appearance on the 
program with President Truman, emphasizes and 
dramatizes the widening cleavage between the 
two wings of the Democratic party.

The Housing Lobby Responds 


Letters to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


The integrity of the Post-Dispatch {is so 
well known to me that I am forced to take 
issue with many of the statements made 
in your editorial of March 4, “Merchants 
of Homelessness.” It is not consistent with 
the facts. 


1, The home-building industry is not 
dominated by any particular group or as- 
sociation, and a vast majority of the homes 
constructed in this country were built by 
the small operators. In 1938, in a survey 
covering 37 states, 51.8 per cent of build- 
ers constructed but one house each, and 
these accounted for 16 per cent of the 
homes built; 43 per cent constructed from 
two to 10 each, and 95 per cent of the build- 
ers did not account for more than 10. 


Inflation of Prices 


2. You stress the rapid increase in the 
price of existing homes, asserting that they 
have advanced from 25 to 150 per cent In 
selling value during the war. You attribute 
this to the fact that under the Price Con- 
trol Act no provision was made for con- 
trolling the selling price. We do not argue 
with you as to the advances in selling 
prices, but we do argué as to the cause. 


First: the population of the nation in- 
creased and there was neither material nor 
labor available for construction of new 
homes. OPA rental ceilings were such as 
to make the rental of property uneconom- 
ical, and rather than take a loss, thousands 
of owners decided to sell their properties. 
This is still continuing, with the result that 
an acute shortage in rental property exists. 


You ignore the fact that (by OPA fig- 
ures) wages paid janitors increased 135 per 
cent from 1939 until 1943, and ‘you must 
know that the increase has continued in 
the past two years; fuel costs advanced 
127 per cent and utility costs 108, Isn't it 
obvious that the average owner sold be- 
cause he could not operate profitably? 


3. You express the belief that the Wyatt 
housing bill and the Wagner-Ellender-Taft 
proposal provide the answers to the cur- 
rent shortage in homes, Our studies, in 
final analysis, bring the problem down to 
the scarcity of building materials, and the 


‘material manufacturers are not producing 


because they cannot do so at a profit. 
There is much talk of “holding the line,” 
but there is no line being held on the labor 
front, and there is no certainty that existing 
wage rates will be maintained even for a 
30-day period. 


Veterans’ “Homestead Grants” 


The material producers did not ask for 
subsidies. But, if subsidies are necessary, 
as you state, why not give them directly 
to the veteran who is trying to buy a home, 
as provided by House Resolution 5646? 
(The Hartley-Peterson bill, granting length- 
of-service “homestead grants” from $500 to 
$2500 for the exclusive purpose of residen- 
tial purchase.—Editor’s note.) 


This would be the simple way of handling 
the problem, and candor compels me to say 
that it would be acceptable were it not for 
the fact that Federal control, with the em- 
ployment of additional thousands of Fed- 
eral workers throughout the nation, is the 
objective of proponents of the Wyatt pro- 
gram. The word “bureaucracy” has been 
much abused in recent years, but I can 
think of no better word to describe the 
vast political machine which Mr, Wyatt 
would build under his program. 


But still it wouldn’t increase the produc- 
tion of a nail, or a hinge or a foot of lum- 
ber, which could not be produced without 
tossing $600,000,000 in subsidies to material 


manufacturers who did not seek subsidies. 
It would further complicate the condition 
by forcing builders to fill out more forms 
and questionnaires on all manner of items 
which go into a home and adding to the 
Washington bottleneck. 


We want veterans’ homes and want them 
fast, and believe that this can be attained 
by permitting all of the builders to get 
going. There are too many of them scat- 
tered throughout the country to permit of 
one giant conspiracy such as you seem to 
feel is holding back the greatest building 
program in history.

We are attempting to encourage home 
ownership in this country. We have noth- 
ing to sell. All we seek to do is provide 
those who own property with information 
relative to their holdings. It isn’t a crime 
to own property. We simply do not believe 
that all of the answers to the present hous- 
ing situation are to be found in vast pub- 
lic housing projects, which have cost more 
per unit than those built with private cap- 
ital.

Tales of the Coast Guard 
And Its Gallantry in War 


“Sea, Surf and Hell,” Edited by Commander Areh 
A. Mereey, USCGR, and Lee Grove, C Six 
USOCGR, (Pregtice-Hall, New York.) 


Here is a book that many people will 
welcome into their libraries, and Coast 
Guardsmen will surely read with an abid- 
ing pride in their branch of the service. 
Lovers of sea stories will relish the salty 
adventures it narrates. And everyone who 
fought through (or merely lived through) 
the recent war will appreciate this authen- 
tic survey of America’s part in the conflict. 

Although there are some chapters by 
such writers as Edwin C. Hill, Tom Trean- 
or and A. J. Liebling, the editors and most 
of the contributors are Coast Guardsmen 
who participated in the tales they tell. 
Many of the stories have appeared pre- 
viously in newspapers and magazines. As 
they are now published, they make an ex- 
cellent chronology of our war history, from 
the fight against U-boats near Long Island 
through the invasions of Sicily and Norm 
mandy to the bitter climaxes at Tarawa 
and Iwo Jima.

Some of the writing is superlative in 
itself. The story, “Lookout,” for example, 
is a masterful description of routine-but- 
rigorous duty in the crow’'s-nest, So terse 
and telling is the diction, as the half-frozen 
lookout descends the 70 feet of icy rat- 
lines, that no motion-picture record could 
be more effective. 

Two pieces unusual for the information 
they contain are “Swamp Angels” and 
“Traffic Cops of Invasion.” The first is a 
tribute to the outfit of Cajuns who did 
guard duty in the historic hide-outs of the 
old pirate Lafitte. The account of their 
agility in fighting the swamp mosquitoes 
and in traversing the bogs of the Lower 
Mississippi would read like a Paul Bunyan 
legend if it were not so fully authentt- 
cated. The second story demonstrates what 
versatility and ingenuity is demanded of 
those men responsible for getting an in- 
vasion successfully ashore on an enemy- 
held beach.

And though none of 
the articles honors an individual Coast 
Guardsman, there is a feature story about 
the famous mascot, Sinbad, that will no 
doubt gratify his countless masters.

Settlement of the Irani- 
an problem would be unusually 
difficult, since Soviet forces were 
already in Iran, and had already 
begun to undermine the indepen- 
dence of the Iranian government. 
Even so, there was strong hope 
of a settlement by reasonable ne- 
gotiation,. It was American policy 
to satisfy legitimate Russian inter- 
ests in Iran by any means which 
did not threaten Iran’s territorial 
of political integrity, including the 
agreement on Middle Eastern oil 
resources proposed long ago by 
British Foreign Minister Ernest 
Bevin. Firmness concerning Iran 
did not imply “blind opposition to 
reasonable Russian aspirations. 

Indeed, Byrnes stressed through- 
out his willingness to recognize 
any Russian ambition which did 
not threaten the world power re- 
lationship, as he did in his speech 
after the London meeting of the 
Security Council. This was one 
of the two main themes of his 
presentation. The other theme, 
often repeated, was the need for 
“patience and firmness.” The sole 
purpose of American policy, as he 
explained it, was ‘to sustain the 
United Nations, and to make the 
charter a working instrument of 
world peace, That aim, he as- 
serted, could only be attained by 
patience which was not appease- 
ment and firmness which was not 
braggadocio. 

As to the Future. 

Such, very briefly, were the 
main points of this remarkable 
presentation. The calm and deter- 
mination shown by Byrnes and 
the service chiefs made a consid- 
erable impression on the Senators. 
The reaction of the Senators was 
no less impressive. As in the 
House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, the immediate response was 
an almost unanimous decision that 
the draft must be extended. Con- 
fronted plainly with the facts, the 
Senators sought neither to mini- 
mize the signifcance of the facts, 
nor to duck the resulting respon- 
sibility. They joined Byrnes in 
confidently hoping for the best, 
but they accepted the necessity of 
preparing for the worst—which is 
the first rule of sound policy in 
any field. 

As has been stated already, 
there are good reasons to believe 
that Byrnes has now been /usti- 
fied in hoping for and expecting 
the best. His policy seems to be 
succeeding for the present. 


full facts, also have great mean- 
ing for the future. After Iran, 
there will be other political hur- 
dles, and finally it will be neces- 
sary to take the greatest and most 
important hurdle of all—the inter- 
nationalization of the terrible new 
weapons of war. If the end of the 
course is safely reached, two 
things will have been proved: De- 
mocracies do not contain within 
themselves the seeds of their own 
destruction. And by sound sense 
and courageous action, it is pos- 
sible to organize a stable world.

ents was the third American party 
to visit the zone. We picked 
Thuringia, a rich, beautiful state, 
a little smaller than Connecticut, 
where no Allied reporter had been 
since last July, when the Amer- 
icans withdrew. 

In three United States Army 
staff cars (the Russians supplied 
the gas in the zone) we drove 
from Berlin to Weimar, the state 
capital, celebrated as the home of 
Goethe. We were accompanied by 
an interpreter named Janya and 
a liaison officer named Boris, a 
young lieutenant who loved to 
sing, “My Bonnie Lies Over the 
Ocean”—in Russian. 

No hotel detective ever kept a 
more conscientious eye on a coun- 
try maiden to steer her wide of 
the sins of the big town, than 
the battery of army and plain- 
clothes agents we acquired kept 
on us. Yet their gumshoeing was 
hard to reconcile with the hon- 
esty and open friendliness we got 
from the splendid Red Army of- 
ficers with whom we discussed 
for hours on end subjects rang- 
ing from the German political 
clumsiness to the beauty of girls 
from the Ukraine. 

Three Banquets a Day. 

Breakfast under Soviet auspices 
invariably consisted of ham, sa- 
lami, champagne, dill pickles, fried 
potatoes, beer, maw herring, frosted 
cake and vodka. We had three 
banquets almost every day (except 
when we got into an argument 
over the Churchill-Stalin row), 
I think we were permitted to 
see more than any non-Russian 
correspondent has yet seen in the 
Soviet zone. We visited farms, 
factories, stores, theaters. We met 
German government officials, 
party leaders, labor leaders, 
workers, business men, house- 
wives. We even inspected a Red 
Army barracks. 

Only two of our formal re- 
quests were denied. We were not 
allowed to see Buchenwald and 
we were not supposed to go any- 
where without an escort. The 
former Nazi concentration camp 
was being used as a Russian 
troop training center, they said, 


but we learned that part of it, 


,;/apparently, 


had been converted 
into an internment camp for 
Germans, The escorts were for 
our personal safety, they said, for 
if anything happened to us it 
would be rough on them. 

They made no objection when 
some of us went to visit the Unit- 
ed States Army Signal Corps de- 
tachment, stationed in Weimar to 
patrol the Frankfort-Berlin tele- 
phone cable. 

The Signal Corps men were 
armed, 

(There are internment camps in 
the American zone off limits to 
visitors, too. And Soviet corre-

The Russians volunteered that 
many Germans grumbled about 
the occupation. We knew from 
experience that one of their cur- 
rent missions in life was to com- 
plain to one Allied power about 
another. 

The Russians do not refer to 
their “Elbe frontier” in so many 
words, of course. But they do 
not think that any of their friends 
should consider it sinister. 
Through force of arms, and 
through high-grade horsetrading 
at the Big Three conferences, the 
Soviet Union has won control over 
enough German territory to bring 
it virtually to the edge of the 
Atlantic Ocean. Menaced for years 
by a bullying Germany, the Rus- 
sians won't let this position slip 
away lightly. 

They occupy it with an Army 
now. Meanwhile, with the ardor 
of a missionary and the clever- 
ness of an oldtime Tammany 
ward-heeler, they are building the 
kind of political and economic 
system which they understand 
best, which they can trust, and 
which, if necessary, they can dom- 
inate after their army leaves, . 

This machinery in the Soviet 
zone is gathering such momentum 
that when the zonal boundaries of 
the Allied occupation are erased 
we may wake up to find it run- 
ning the whole nation.

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


NE of the top ranking soft 
(ries is pineapple cream. And 

in the past few months, our 
appreciation of it has been espe- 
cially keen due to the long ab- 
sence of crushed pineapple from 
the grocer’s shelves during these 
long months of war. The cream 
base of this pie filling needs some 
lemon juice to accent the pine- 
apple flavor. It may be you will 
prefer a trifle less or a bit more 
lemon juice than we have sug- 
gested so that calls for your own 
judgment and some testing on 
your part before you consign the 
filling to the crust. With this new 
80 per cent flour to make the 
crust, the pie you serve will really 
be something unusual in the way 
of pie. This new flour makes ex- 
cellent crust. The flavor is espe- 
cially good, the color is just a 
delicate tint beyond that which 
can be produced with the regular 
white flour. 

In making the pastry, it seems 
to us that we have to use just a 
few drops more ice water to ob- 
tain an easily rolled pastry. Both 
the pastry and the filling need 
to be cooled before they are put 
together and the meringue is 
spread over the top. And when 
you go to spread the meringue, 
get hold of your careful careless 
spirit so that you can speedily 
and boldly swirl the fluffy me- 
ringue all over the pie so that 
meringue and crust meet all the 
way around and the top is as 
lively and spontaneous as a sum- 
mer cloud. After the meringue is 


*browned to that desired tan and 


is cooked sufficiently to stand up 
under its own weight, let the pie 
cool just to room temperature be- 
fore serving. But prompt serving 
as soon as cool is assurance that 
you will eat this pie when it is 
at its best. Should any be left 
over, cover and store in the re- 
frigerator. 


Pineapple Cream Pie. 


No. 2 tin crushed pineapple 
(two and one-half cups): two 
tablespoons sugar; one-half tea- 
r_ son salt; two tablespoons corn- 
starch; three eggs, separated: two 
ta three teaspoons lemon juice; 
one-eighth teaspoon lemon rind; 
one tablespoon butter: six table- 
Spoons sugar; 9-inch pie shell. 

Heat pinapple in saucepan. Mix 
two tablespoons sugar, salt and 
cornstarch. Combine with hot 
pineapple and cook a minute, 
stirring constantly until clear 
and thickened. Beat egg yolks 
slightly, stir in small amount of 
pineapple mixture, combine with 
remaining pineapple and cook one 
minute stirring constantly or until 
mixture bubbles. Add ‘lemon 
juice and butter. Cool. Turn into 
pie shell, Beat egg whites until 
stiff. Add six tablespoons sugar 
gradually, beating constantly. 
Spread on pie in deep. swirls. 
Bak? 15 minutes in moderate 
oven, 350 degrees F. Cool. Eight 
servings.

Cream of Tomato Soup. 

Put a No. 2% tin tomatoes or 
three and one-half cups peeled 
diced fresh tomatoes into sauce- 
pan together with three sprigs 
parsley, six whole cloves, one-half 
bay leaf, three-fourths teaspoon 
whole black peppers, two slices 
onion, two teaspoons sugar, and 
three-fourths teaspoon salt. Bring 
to a boil and simmer for five min- 
utes. Rub through a sieve. There 
should be two cups puree; if not, 
add boiling water. Have two and 
one-half cups thin white sauce 
thoroughly heated in another pan. 
When ready to serve, combine by 
stirring the hot tomato puree 
slowly into the hot white sauce. 
Serve immediately. Five servings. 

If the seasoned tomato puree 
and white sauce are heated to the 
same temperature and the puree 
is added to the white sauce, and 
if no further heating is done, 
there should be no curdling. If re- 
hex+tiag is necessary, it should be 
done over boiling water with con- 
stant stirring.

LOS ANGELES, Sunday. 
RIDAY we took the afternoon 

F train to Sean Diego for my 
lecture there in the evening, 


-and then caught the 11:40 p.m. 


plane back to Los Angeles. I am 
constantly surprised that a plane 
which travels all the way from 
New York arrives on time; but 
I was grateful that I did, for we 
were quite weary when we 
reached Los Angeles again at one 
in the morning. 

Saturday in Los Angeles I at- 
tended a luncheon given by the 
P.A.C, and the Independent Citi- 
zens Committee of the Arts, 
Sciences and Professions. In the 
evening I gave my lecture in the 
Shrine auditorium, I was rather 
worried when I heard that it 
would be in such a big hall, but 
apparently they had no difficulty 
in filling it. 

2 * * 

SINCE THIS LECTURE was a 
report on the U.N.O., I was able 
to tell more about the actual ma- 
chinery which had been set up. 
I am happy to find that people 
seem really interested to know 
just what this machinery is and 
how it functions, and particularly 
how they can help it to function 
well. They are eager to know just 
what are the actual conditions in 
the other countries of the world, 
and I think it is becoming clear 
to everyone that there is a close 
tie between our own conditions 
and those which exist elsewhere. 

Perhaps our very young people 
are helping us to see this tie. Here 
in Los Angeles Miss Corinne Seeds, 
principal of the elementary school 
of the University of California, 
has helped to start what seems 
to me a very interesting plan. The 
names of 3000 school children in 
one little town in Holland were 
obtained and already 2000 have 
become “adopted friends” of chil- 
dren in the schools of Los Angeles. 
This project is sponsored by the 
county board of education; it has 
the support of school superintend- 
ents and the backing of the head 


of all the Catholic schools in town. 
Once a month, the children send 
a friendly letter and a parcel of 
warm, used clothing, shoes and 
food. If this plan spreads, it will 
of course be a tremendous help 
to the clothing drive held under 
UNRRA sponsorship and the food 
drive which they are now going 
to undertake. The children’s ef- 
forts may have more success than 
their elders have had in the past, 
so at least we can applaud their 
efforts and hope for the future.

SPRING IS CERTAINLY the 
most delightful time to see the 
southern California landscape. The 
hills and fields are green and I 
know of no more beautiful beaches 
anywhere than those along the 
Pacific. When I come to Cali- 
fornia at this time of year, I 
always remember my first visit 
here. Franklin K. Lane, then Sec- 
retary of the Interior, was travel- 
ing with us. He loved this state, 
and early in the morning he would 
sent us huge bunches of flowers, 
saying that this was the state of 
flowers and sunshine and he 
wished our first impression to 
be of their beauty and of the 
sweet odor of the orange blos- 
soms.

Deviled Shrimp 


If you can get some good raw 
shrimp in your local fish markets, 
buy a couple of pounds of them 
and proceed to concoct “deviled 
shrimp” with them. First, wash 
the shrimp and put them on to 
boil in lightly salted water. Boil 
for about 15 or 20 minutes until 
they are bright pink. Let them 
cool in the water in which they 
were cooked.

was considerably worse be 
routed in the play!

The bidding: 
North East South 
1 club Pass 1 heart 
4 clubs Pass 4 hearts 
Pass Pass 

East had too good a hand to 
remain quiet throughout the auc- 
tion, considering that his partner 
had put in a vulnerable overcall 
against two bidding opponents, 
Admittedly, East could not count 
on defeating four hearts; hence, 
when that bid came around to 
him he might well have gone to 
four spades, if only with the in- 
tention of sacrificing. Actually, 
of course, four spades could have 
been made without real difficulty. 

Questionable as East’s bidding 
tactics were, however, West 
earned the far blacker mark in 
the play. His opening lead, the 
singleton club, was logical enough, 
but coupled with a subsequent fall 
by the wayside, it proved to be 
fatal. South won the first trick 
with the ten in his own hand and 
returned the heart queen. East 
won and promptly laid down the 
spade ace. It was at this point 
that West sabotaged his own in- 
terests. He played the spade deuce 
on East’s ace! That “fixed” East! 
Apparently, West lacked either 
the spade king or the diamond 
ace; if East continued spades, the 
defenders would apparently take 
only three tricks. So, trying to 
follow his partner’s strongly im- 
plied instructions, East returned 
a club, hoping to build a trump 
trick for West. Declarer, how- 
ever, ruffed high, led a trump to 
the ace, discarded two spades on 
the clubs and ruffed a club (over- 
ruffing East’s six), then led a dia- 
mond toward the king. Four 
hearts, bid and made! 

It was outrageous of West to 
direct the discontinuation of 
spade leads by playing the deuce, 
He could have counted easily 
enough that the spade king and 
ow ace would set the con- 
rac
